What  made  you  want  to  turn  this 
into  a  screenplay? 

I  always  wanted  to  dig  into  a  story 
about  industrial  workers.  I  used  to  be 


what  it’s  like  to  be  the  grunt  labor  of  a 
big  industry.  I  personally  haven’t  eaten 
meat  or  poultry  since  1 983,  but  Fast 
Food  Nation  was  still  an  eye-opener. 
Eric  Schlosser  was  in  Austin,  where  I 
live,  and  we  just  started  talking.  II  went 

and  hung  out  with  him  a  little  bit,  I  read 
his  book,  and  we  started  talking  about 
it  as  a  movie.  I  didn’t  think  it  could  be  a 


movie  initially,  but  he  mentioned  a  kind 
of  multicharacter  story  set  in  one  geo¬ 
graphical  location.  So  once  he  said 
that,  we  were  off  to  the  races. 

What  was  your  first  instinct  about 
telling  this  story? 

I  thought  that  by  depicting  the  people 
[behind  the  industry],  it  kind  of  begs 
you  to  look  behind  the  whole  food 
chain  of  the  fast-food  meal.  The  labor, 
the  animals,  the  environment.  But  it’s 
like  that  with  almost  any  product  you 
buy.  If  you  become  aware  of  where  it 
all  comes  from  and  what  the  real  cost 
is,  you  can  make  an  accurate  judg¬ 
ment  of  how  you  want  to  vote  with  your 
consumer  or  political  dollars.  Meat¬ 
packing  jobs  used  to  be  high-paying 
jobs.  You  could  support  a  family.  But 
now  they’ve  lowered  the  cost,  sped  up 
the  line,  and  hired  primarily  undocu¬ 
mented  workers.  The  result  is  that  it’s 


no  longer  an  American  job  but  an  im¬ 
migrant-laborer  job  that  pays  a  fraction 
of  what  it  used  to  pay.  It  used  to  pay 
$25  an  hour,  and  now  it  pays  $10.

public's  attacking  you.  I  would  wake  up 
it  I  felt  the  public  was  attacking  me,  but 
getting  attacked  by  an  industry  is  just 
natural. 

At  one  point  in  the  movie,  Bruce 
Willis’s  character  says,  "There’s  shit 
in  the  meat.” 

There  is  a  certain  amount  of  fecal  mat¬ 
ter  in  a  large  percentage  of  meat,  A  few 
hundred  people  die  every  year  and 
thousands  are  sickened.  They  can’t 
really  argue  those  facts. 

But  they  can  skew  them. 

It's  a  precarious  industry.  In  Texas, 
where  I  live,  it’s  against  the  law  to  dis¬ 
parage  an  agricultural  product.

When  was  your  first  tour? 

When  I  was  14,  playing  strip  bars  all  around  England. 
The  bars  had  revolving  stages  and  there  were  curtains 
in  the  middle.  The  girl  would  do  her  thing  and  we'd  play 
some  dirty  blues  or  something  fast  and  rockin’.  Then 
the  stage  would  revolve  and  all  the  dirty  old  men  would 
pick  up  their  newspapers  and  ignore  us  for  20  minutes. 
Why  do  you  think  some  great  albums  are  loved 
by  critics  but  fail  to  sell  millions  of  copies? 
People  don’t  look.  They  just  wander  around  and  wait 
like  a  cow  to  be  herded  into  the  next  market  I’m  not 
that  dumb.  It’s  a  religion  for  me,  music.  Shit  music  is 
like  carbon  dioxide  and  good  music  is  like  oxygen. 

My  record  collection  is  full  of  genius  records  that  were 
made  by  people  no  one  has  ever  heard  of. 

"Last  Orders,”  from  your  latest  record,  Coles 
Corner,  was  written  during  a  cab  ride.  Do  you 
always  write  songs  that  quickly? 

Every  single  one.  I  don’t  sit  and  write  songs — they 
arrive.  "Coles  Corner  was  written  while  I  was  pushing 
my  sons  on  swings  in  the  park.  I  had  to  get  them  off 
the  swings  really  fucking  quick  and  run  up  the  road — 
because  a  really  great  idea  is  like  holding  water  in  your 
hands,  If  you  don't  nail  it,  it  disappears. 

You  toured  with  Pulp  for  a  few  years,  but  only 
played  on  one  of  their  records, 
played  on  the  last  album,  This  Is  Glastonbury.  Next- 
door  to  the  studio  was  a  retro/rockabilly  shop.  I'm  a 


sucker  for  all  of  that. !  didn't  get  to  the  studio  till  one 
because  I  spent  three  hours  in  the  shop  I  walked 
into  the  studio  with  20  albums,  but  instead  of  getting 
fired,  [producer]  Scott  Walker  started  looking  at  the 
records.  I  had  gotten  this  rare  outtakes  album  of  Eddie 
Cochran's,  and  Walker  goes,  “Shake  my  hand."  I  shook 
his  hand  and  he  says,  "Through  me,  you're  shaking 
Eddie  Cochran's  hand.  When  I  was  16  years  old,  I  went 
to  see  Eddie  Cochran  and  I  shook  his  hand." 

What  is  it  about  rockabilly  that  does  it  for  you? 
Anybody  who  doesn’t  like  rockabilly  is  nol  alivei  "Ner¬ 
vous  Breakdown"  is  the  most  savage  rockabilly  track 
ever.  The  Yardbirds  covered  it,  Led  Zeppelin  covered  it. 
Have  you  ever  had  the  chance  to  meet  Jimmy 
Page  or  Robert  Plant? 

Robert  Plant  rang  me  once.  I  was  in  the  shower  and 
got  out  to  answer  it  He  says,  "Hello  there,  is  this 
Richard?  This  is  Robert  Plant  here."  I  remember  saying, 
"Fuck  off,  stop  winding  me  up,"  i  put  the  phone  down 


and  got  back  in  the  shower.  It  happened  all  Ihe  time — 
my  friends  would  just  wind  me  up  over  shit. 

How  did  you  find  out  that  it  was  Plant? 

Because  he  rang  back  and  said,  "No,  it  really  is 
Robert  Plant.  He  wanted  me  to  record  with  him,  It  was 
a  shame,  because  I  was  really  busy.  It's  one  of  the 
great  regrets  of  my  life.

A  KINDER,  GENTLER  SPORTS  DRINK 
Before  you  spend  a  fortune  on  sports  drinks  and 
energy  drinks,  check  your  refrigerator— a  thoroughly 
low-tech  beverage  may  pack  a  serious  punch  after 
a  workout.  New  research  suggests  that  chocolate 
milk  can  speed  recovery  time  after  a  grueling  cardio 
session. 

In  a  recent  study  (partially  funded  by  the  dairy 
industry),  chocolate  milk  was  compared  to  Gatorade 
and  a  protein-packed  sports  drink  called  Endurox  R4. 
Nine  male  cyciists  rode  until  they  were  exhausted, 
then  sipped  one  of  the  three  beverages  before 
getting  back  on  the  bike.  The  mllk-mustached  riders 
kept  pace  with  the  Gatorade  drinkers,  and  hiked  50 
percent  longer  than  those  who  downed  Endurox.  The 
key  may  be  milk’s  carb-to-protein  ratio  or  its  easily 
absorbed  sugars.

If  you've  hit  the  skids  with  your  running  workout,  it  may 
be  time  to  rewind  your  routine.  Running  backward,  also 
known  as  ".retro  running,"  can  burn  20  percent  more 
calories  than  the  standard  jog — after  all,  you're  fighting 
your  evolutionary  instinct. 

The  ass-backward  sport  started  to  become  popular  in 
the  1970s  as  an  alternative  exercise  for  injured  runners, 
Now  it’s  gaining  popularity  in  competitive  circuits  in 
the  U.S.  and  England— you  can  even  run  a  backward 
marathon.

The  Daily  Show  has  been  many  things  to  many  people  since 
its  current  host,  Jon  Stewart,  took  over  in  1999.  It's  been  a 
forum  for  incisive  and  often  hilarious  political  commentary, 
an  annoyance  to  right-wing  talking  heads,  and  an  ingenious 
interview  show  that  successfully  presents  highbrow  guests 
to  a  pop-culture  audience.  It's  also  been — and  this  element 
has  been  largely  overlooked — a  launching  pad  for  one  im¬ 
pressive  comedic  talent  after  another. 


Stars  like  Steve  Carell,  Stephen  Colbert,  and  Dave  Attell, 
among  others,  honed  their  skills  as  correspondents  or  con¬ 
tributors  on  the  satirical  news  program  before  vaulting  to  an¬ 
other  echelon,,  either  with  a  TV  show  of  their  own  or  a  box-of¬ 
fice  movie  smash.  Carell,  who  is  the  star  of  the  NBC  sitcom 
The  Office,  won  acclaim  for  his  leading  role  in  the  film  The 
40-Year-Old  Virgin.  Colbert  now  hosts  the  sly  and  entertain¬ 
ing  Colbert  Report,  which  airs  right  after  The  Daily  Show.

Attell,  who  contributed  a  Daily  Show  segment  called  The 
Ugly  American"  from  1999  to  2002,  went  on  to  make  a  name 
for  himself  in  the  boozy,  surreal  nightlife  program  insomniac 
With  Dave  Attell. 

These  are  just  three  of  The  Daily  Show's  talented  vets, 
"The  difficulty  of  hiring  talented  people,"  says  Daily  Show 
anchor  Stewart,  ‘  is  that  you  can  only  exploit  them  for  so  long. 
People  realize  that  these  guys  have  talent  for  the  very  same 


reason  that  we  like  working  with  them.  They  get  a  lot  of  op¬ 
portunities  as  well.  Just  consider  us  a  way  station.  We're  like 
the  transfer  at  Times  Square.  You  come  through  and  you  go 
on  your  way  to  the  uptown  line." 

Don’t  be  surprised  if  the  next  guy  on  that  uptown  train  is 
Paul  Mecurio,  a  stand-up  comic  and  actor  who  won  an 
Emmy  and  a  Peabody  Award  as  a  Daily  Show  writer.  He’s 
currently  shopping  a  well-written,  amusing  pilot,  Sports 
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Central,  which  he  cocreated  with  Jim 
Jones,  The  show  pokes  fun  at  the  ab¬ 
surdities  of  the  overexposed,  much-ob- 
sessed-about  world  of  sports.  The  pilot 
features  a  hilarious  segment  on  the  ego¬ 
centric  Terrell  Owens,  as  well  as  a  fun¬ 
ny  jab  at  Lance  Armstrong.  Much  of  the 
humor  comes  from  locker-room  inter¬ 
views  or  press  conferences, 

“What  we  do  is  let  these  athletes 
hang  themselves  with  their  own  words 
and  actions,"  says  Mecurio.  "We  do  a 
funny  interpretation  of  sports  news. 
Every  other  aspect  of  our  culture  has 
been  satirized  but  sports.  We  should 
be  able  to  go  behind  the  curtain  a  bit.” 

Sports  Central  features  Mecurio  as 
the  amiable  anchor  who  throws  to  a 
bunch  of  oddball  reporters,  each  with  a 
distinct  persona.  Sound  familiar?  Yes, 
the  show  is  reminiscent  of  The  Daily 
Show.  Can't  be  helped,  says  Colbert. 
After  w  r  iter/p  erf  ormers  immerse  them¬ 
selves  in  what  he  calls  "a  boot  camp  of 


for  the  show.  "1  was  very  impressed  by 
it,”  says  Costas,  “ I  thought  it  was  a  well- 
executed  idea.  Why  hasn't  there  been 
a  show  like  this?  It’s  a  natural.  I’m  sur¬ 
prised  that  somebody  hasn't  latched 
on  to  Sports  Central.  II  can  see  this  on 
late-night  ESPN,  on  the  back  end  of 
Outside  the  Lines.  This  would  work  with 
the  package  that  runs  after  Sports- 
Center.  I  can  see  it  on  Comedy  Central. 

I  can  see  it  following  The  Daily  Show 
and  Colbert." 

If  The  Daily  Show  was  Mecurio’s 
school,  then  the  headmaster,  Stewart, 
believes  the  pupil  is  ready  to  take  the 
big  step  and  become  the  star  of  a  pro¬ 
gram.  “His  show  is  really  well  done,” 
says  Stewart.  “He  clearly  has  the  ability 
to  be  the  focal  point  of  a  show.  He’s 
very  talented.  He  can  also  read  his 
jokes  in  a  low  baritone,  which  makes 
them  sound  even  more  impressive.1' 

To  think  the  considerable  comedic  re¬ 
sources  of  Mecurio’s  mind  almost  went 


said  I  write  jokes,  and  if  he  was  inter¬ 
ested,  I  would  like  to  sell  him  some  for 
The  Tonight  Show." 

Leno  took  the  jokes  and  surprised 
Mecurio  by  calling  him  two  weeks  later 
to  request  more  material.  In  his  invest¬ 
ment-banking  life,  Mecurio  was  taking 
part  in  massive  business  deals  that 
made  the  front  page  of  the  Wall  Street 
Journal.  “But  nothing  was  as  powerful 
as  hearing  my  first  joke — which  I  got 
paid  $50  for — air  on  The  Tonight  Show," 
he  says.  The  joke  was  about  home-re- 
modeling  shows.  "On  TV  these  con¬ 
tractors  are  clean-shaven,  on  time,  and 
under  budget,"  Mecurio  says.  “In  reali¬ 
ty,  they're  late,  over  budget,  hitting  on 
your  wife,  drunk,  and  rifling  through 
your  drawers  looking  for  money. 

“I  created  that  out  of  the  ether,”  he 
recalls.  "I  was  sucked  into  comedy  af¬ 
ter  that."  And,  as  it  turned  out,  into  a 
curious  double  life:  Mecurio  continued 
to  work  in  the  high-powered  corridors

comedy,"  they  find  it  impossible  not  to 
take  parts  of  The  Daily  Show  with  them 
to  the  next  project. 

'  The  Daily  Show  is  where  I  went  to 
school,”  says  Mecurio.  "I'm  proud  of 
that  period,  if  people  want  to  say  this 
show  is  the  Daily  Show  of  sports,  well, 
I'm  fine  with  it,  I  am  The  Daily  Show.  It's 
imprinted  in  my  DNA. ' 

Colbert  speaks  similarly  about  his 
former  show.  "It  helped  me  find  the 
character  I  do,”  he  says.  "1  wanted  to 
do  more  with  the  character,  and  I  am 
doing  that  with  my  show.  I  wouldn't  be 
surprised  if  the  same  thing  happened 
with  Paul,  who  is  such  a  great  writer 
and  comic,” 

No  less  an  authority  than  legendary 
sports  announcer  Bob  Costas  gives 
the  thumbs-up  to  Mecurio's  pilot,  and 
he  offered  up  several  suitable  time  slots 


untapped.  He  grew  up  in  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  and  earned  a  law  degree 
from:  Georgetown  University  in  199t. 
Shortly  after  picking  up  his  sheepskin, 
Mecurio  became  a  corporate  attorney 
and  investment  banker  on  Wall  Street.  “I 
was  working  on  mergers  and  acquisi¬ 
tions  and  making  some  really  good 
money,"  he  says.  “I  bought  a  nice 
Manhattan  apartment.  I  had  suits  from 
Barneys.  It  wasn’t  bad." 

During  his  third  year  on  Wall  Street, 
he  was  invited  by  a  client  to  catch  a 
private  show  by  Jay  Leno,  who  was 
about  to  take  over  The  Tonight  Show. 
Mecurio,  who  had  been  writing  jokes 
for  his  own  amusement,  not  only  chose 
to  attend  but  also  printed  out  15  pages 
of  his  wisecracks. 

“After  Leno  performed,”  Mecurio 
says,  “I  sheepishly  went  up  to  him  and 


of  Wall  Street,  while  at  night  he  took  his 
chances  on  the  comedy  scene. 

"I  was  like  an  addict.  I  worked  100 
hours  a  week  sometimes,"  he  says,  yet 
he  still  found  time  to  do  stand-up  spots  in 
New  York  City  comedy  clubs.  He  hid  his 
new  obsession  from  his  Wall  Street  col¬ 
leagues  and  his  girlfriend.  I  was  coming 
from  a  world  that  wasn't  the  arts,"  he  ex¬ 
plains.  “I  thought  my  girlfriend  would 
laugh  at  me”  if  she  found  out.  She  didn't 
find  out,  but  she  did  grow  suspicious  of 
his  newly  secretive  ways.  “I  had  these 
cheat  sheets  in  my  pocket  that  I  referred 
to  during  my  act,"  says  Mecurio.  “She 
saw  them  and  thought  I  was  cheating  on 
her.  I  told  her  that  the  notes  had  to  do 
with  deal  code  names.” 

In  1995,  Mecurio  quit  the  law  firm  and 
decided  to  try  his  luck  as  a  full-time  co¬ 
median.  He  moved  from  his  fancy  Upper 
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PTiciographs  touristy  of  ^oojtTs  C&hlraf 


West  Side  digs  to  a  rooming  house  in 
New  Rochelle  to  save  money  while  pur¬ 
suing  his  new,  low-paying  occupation.  ‘  I 
didn't  have  a  nest  egg,"  he  says.  "It  was 
like  a  film  noir— dark  and  depressing.  ! 
had  to  share  a  bathroom.  I  had  a  hot 


plate.  But  I  could  slip  into  New  York  and 
go  to  Boston  for  stand-up." 

The  IRS  noticed  that  Mecurio  experi¬ 
enced  a  dramatic  decline  in  income  and 


a  large  increase  in  fast-food  receipts 
during  this  period.  "I  ate  about  $2,000 


worth  of  junk  while  on  the  road,  and  they 
called  me  in,"  he  says.  “I  explained  that 
was  a  lawyer  and  an  investment  banker 


and 


to  become  a  comedian.  The 


auditor  looked  at  me  like  I  was  crazy  and 
said,  Do  you  understand  that  with  an 
audit,  insanity  is  not  a  defense?’  I  told 
him  that  l!m  pursuing  what  I'm  passion¬ 
ate  about.  He  said,  If  you  want  passion, 
set  your  balls  on  fire.'  ” 

Shortly  after  this  searing  encounter 
with  the  tax  man,  Mecurio  swore  off 


comedy  and  scored  a  post  with  anoth¬ 
er  Manhattan  law  firm.  But  he  couldn’t 
stay  away  from  stand-up.  Within  months 
he  was  back  onstage,  and  within  a 
year,  he  had  quit  the  corporate  world — 
again — to  focus  on  comedy.  Wall 
Street's  loss  was  The  Daily  Show's  gain, 
and  if  the  program  s  alumni  track  rec¬ 
ord  is  any  indication,  a  much  wider 
audience  will  soon  profit  as  well. 

If  and  when  that  happens,  Mecurio 
won't  forget  his  comedy  alma  mater,  or 
its  driving  force.  "Jon  Stewart  took  the 
show  to  the  next  level,"  he  says. 
"Thanks  to  him,  the  show  is  never  re¬ 
dundant.  It  never  takes  the  easy  road. 
You  rarely  see  a  Ted  Kennedy  was 
drunk’  joke.  Under  Jon,  the  show  is 
never  pedestrian." 

Stewart,  for  his  part,  has  a  more  hum¬ 
ble  take.  '  The  Daily  Show  is  a  fine  mix 
of  stridency  and  poop  jokes,"  he  says. 
"You  have  to  watch  it  high.  That's  when  it 
all  comes  together.’  cn— H

Jermaine  Dupri,  Virgin  Records'  presi¬ 
dent  of  urban  music  and  founder  of  So 
So  Def  Records,  has  transformed  a  large 
conference  room  into  a  makeshift  New 


York  office — complete  with  platinum-rec¬ 


ord  plaques,  leather  couches,  and  ex¬ 
ecutive  toys.  1  just  got  my  Gorillaz  dolls 
today, "  says  the  33-year-old,  proudly 
pointing  to  a  box  filled  with  miniature 
figurines  of  the  cartoon  musicians.  Okay, 
so  they’re  real  toys, 

"I've  been  waiting  a  minute  for  those," 
Dupri  says.  1  got  every  doll  in  the  world 
in  my  studio  in  Atlanta.  And  I  have  a 
huge  collection  of  Star  Wars  replicas.  My 
favorite  is  one  of  the  actual  metal 
Stormtroopers  they  used  in  Attack  of  the 
Clones .’’ 

Dupri  has  a  head  for  business  and  a 
heart  that  pumps  out  hits,  but  in  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  his  ad  hoc  day  crib  is  a  PlayStation 
2.  It  hasn't  gotten  much  use  these  days, 
because  J.D.  has  had  to  put  aside  his 
toys  while  he’s  writing  and  producing 
with  his  superstar  girlfriend,  Janet  Jack- 
son,  and  building  a  hip-hop  empire  that 
rivals  giant  labels  like  Death  Row,  Def 
Jam,  and  Roc-a-Fella. 


The  rap  entrepreneur's  latest  success 
story  is  Atlanta's  Dem  Franchize  Boyz, 
who  scored  two  No.l  singles  in  a  row 
earlier  this  year:  “I  Think  They  Like  Me 
(Remix}’1  and  “Lean  Wit  It,  Rock  Wit  It." 
Dupri  is  also  in  the  process  of  rolling  out 
releases  by  upstarts  Young  Capone,  LSI' 
E  (son  of  late  NWA  rapper  Eazy-E),  and 
veteran  West  Coast  gangsta  rapper  Daz 
Dlllinger. 

As  we're  talking,  a  Virgin  marketing 
executive  comes  in  to  discuss  a  prob¬ 
lem.  The  issue  involves  the  art  for  Daz's 
single  “All  I  Need,"  which  depicts  the 
rapper  brazenly  holding  a  pistol.  “I  don't 
know  if  we  can  put  it  out  like  this,”  the 
woman  says. 

“Nah,  it's  nothing,”  reassures  Dupri 
with  a  wave  of  his  hand. 

“Well,  he's  holding  a  gun,"  she  points 

out,  unnecessarily. 

“Yeah,  it's  gangsta  rap.  It's  got  guns. 
Go  to  the  50  Cent  Website  and  he's  ac¬ 
tually  firing  guns  at  you.” 

“But  50  Cent  doesn’t  have  a  gun  in  the 
album  art." 

"It’s  no  problem.  We'll  take  care  of  it." 

When  she’s  gone,  Dupri  shakes  his 
head  and  sighs.  "The  name  of  Daz's  al¬ 
bum  is  So  So  Gangsta,  so  of  course  he's 
holding  a  gun,”  he  says,  a  touch  be¬ 
mused.  “It’s  not  rocket  science.  The 
thing  is.  Virgin  Records  has  never  really 
had  gangsta  music,  so  nobody  under¬ 
stands  about  the  imaging  of  those  art¬ 
ists.  And  when  you  try,  it's  like  speaking 
a  different  language.” 

The  language  barrier  would  be  far 


more  frustrating  if  Dupri  weren’t  con¬ 
vinced  he  was  right.  And  it  would  be  way 
worse  if  he  weren't  calling  the  shots.  “At 
the  end  of  the  day,  I'm  the  president,  so 
everybody  has  to  do  what  I  want,”  he 
shrugs. 

Dupri  has  earned  the  right  to  be  cocky. 
Over  the  past  few  years,  he  hasn't  just 
become  one  of  the  top  executives  in  hip- 
hop,  he  has  also  released  two  of  his  own 
records  and  written  and  produced 
smash  hits  for  some  of  the  world’s  big¬ 
gest  R&B  and  hip-hop  artists.  In  2004, 
he  cowrote  four  of  the  biggest  singles  on 
Usher's  nine-times- platinum  album  Con¬ 
fessions.  Last  year  he  cowrote  and  co¬ 
produced  Mari  ah  Carey's  The  Emanci¬ 
pation  of  Mimi;  the  single  “We  Belong 


Together"  earned  Dupri  a  Grammy  for 
Best  R&B  Song.  He’s  also  worked  on 
new  material  for  LL  Cool  J,  Monica,  Bow 


Wow,  and  Chingy,  The  man  is  in  high  de¬ 
mand. 


“I  always  think  I  can  do  something 
better,"  he  says,  fiddling  with  the  plati¬ 
num  diamond-encrusted  so  so  def  logo 
pendant  dangling  from  a  thick  chain 
around  his  neck.  ''I  kick  myself  for  my 
mistakes.  Nelly  wanted  to  sign  with  me 
and  I  didn’t  do  it.  I  missed  the  boat  on 
Ludacris  because  I  asked  Lil  Jon,  who 
did  A&R  for  me  back  then,  if  he  thought 
we  should  sign  him.  He  said  no." 

Dupri's  ambitions  are  epic.  He  wants 
to  construct  a  label  machine  compara¬ 
ble  to  Motown.  He  used  to  look  forward 
to  periods  of  relaxation  between  hard- 
earned  hits,  but  now  he  considers  down¬ 
time  to  be  wasted  time.  "I’ve  learned  that 
when  you  get  a  big  record,  you  gotta  try 
to  seize  the  moment  and  keep  going," 


he  explains.  "I  didn't  used  to  do  that.  I 
used  to  think  I'd  have  a  hit  record  and 
that  would  change  my  life  forever,  but 
that's  not  true.  All  it  does  is  open  up  the 
door  for  you  to  be  able  to  take  control  of 
more  things,  but  you  still  gotta  get  them 
yourself." 

It's  hard  enough  being  the  guy  multi¬ 
platinum  artists  rely  on,  but  to  also  be  the 
youngest  executive  at  your  company? 
Throw  in  the  daily  hassles  of  celebrity 
and  you’ve  got  the  ingredients  for  a  ma¬ 
jor  anxiety  attack.  "Every  day  I  feel  like 
I'm  gonna  lose  it,"  he  admits.  “I'm  just 
low-key  because  if  you  lose  focus,  it's 
hard  to  think.  I  try  really  hard  to  laugh 
when  someone  does  something  that 
ain’t  supposed  to  happen.  It  makes  them 
feel  even  more  stupid  when  you  laugh 
about  it.  They  think,  'Shit,  this  guy  laughs 
at  me  like  I’m  an  asshole.'  That’s  way 
more  powerful  than  freaking  out  at 
them." 

The  Mac  Daddy 

Dupri  was  born  in  Asheville,  North 
Carolina,  in  1972,  but  his  family  moved 
to  Atlanta  when  he  was  a  kid.  His  father, 
Michael  Mauldin,  owned  a  tour-manage¬ 
ment  company  that  worked  with  Trank 
Sinatra;  Earth,  Wind  &  Fire:  Grace  Jones; 
and  others.  Mauldin  made  every  effort  to 
promote  his  son's  musical  education, 
with  mixed  results.  Dupri  took  piano  and 
voice  lessons,  but  he  was  far  more  inter¬ 
ested  in  hanging  out  in  the  streets  with 
the  tough  kids.  “If  I  had  stayed  in  my 
classes  back  then,  I  would  be  so  much 
better  than  I  am  now,"  he  says  with  a 
tinge  of  regret.  "But  I  hated  going  to  pia¬ 
no  lessons.  I  thought  it  was  for  pussies." 

Then  he  discovered  rap  and  started 
break  dancing.  At  age  nine,  during  a 
Diana  Ross  show  that  his  dad  was  pro¬ 
moting,  Dupri  ran  onstage  and  wowed 
the  crowd  by  dancing  alongside  the  diva. 
Over  the  next  couple  of  years,  he  popped 
and  locked  across  the  country  with  Run- 
D.M.C.,  Grandmaster  Flash,  and  Who- 
dini.  But  Dupri’s  first  real  break  in  the  mu¬ 
sic  business  came  at  1 4,  when  he  landed 
a  record  contract  for  the  female  trio  Silk 
Tymes  Leather.  The  group  flopped,  but 
the  deal  gave  Dupri  the  clout  to  be  taken 
seriously.  When  he  approached  a  pair  of 
13-year-old  boys  he  saw  performing  at 
Atlanta's  Green  briar  Mall  and  told  them 
he  wanted  to  work  with  them,  no  one 
questioned  his  sincerity. 

Chris  Kelly  and  Chris  Smith,  who  went 
by  the  name  Kris  Kross,  were  quickly 
signed  to  the  brand-new  So  So  Def  la¬ 
bel.  "I  liked  the  way  they  looked,  so  we 
started  making  records,’’  Dupri  explains. 
"I’d  sit  in  my  room  writing  two  or  three 
songs  a  day.  trying  to  come  up  with  that 
one.  And  then  I  finally  did  it." 

The  song  "Jump”  was  a  combination 
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of  youthful  zeal  and  exuberant  pop  that 
turned  the  duo's  1992  debut,  Totally  Kros- 
sed  Out,  into  a  multi  platinum  smash. 
And  since  Dupri  owned  all  the  writing, 
publishing,  and  production  rights,  he 
was  a  millionaire  at  19.  The  record  spent 
two  weeks  at  No.  1 ,  sold  four  million  cop¬ 
ies,  and  earned  Dupri  a  partnership  deal 
with  Columbia  Records,  where  So  So 
Def  remained  for  ten  years, 

Dupri  learned  about  production  by  lis¬ 
tening  to  such  legends  as  Quincy  Jones, 
Teddy  Riley,  Lionel  Richie,  Jimmy  Jam, 
and  Terry  Lewis.  When  he  hit  a  wall,  he'd 
ask  for  help  from  a  more  experienced 
technician.  ’1  surrounded  myself  with 
people  who  knew  what  they  were  doing 
and  could  teach  me,"  he  says.  “The  lon- 


tual  producer.’ 

Career  Builders 

Following  his  breakout  success  with  Kris 
Kross,  Dupri  went  on  a  winning  streak. 
He  produced  and  cowrote  five  songs  for 
the  first  two  TIC  records,  and  in  1993 
introduced  the  world  to  two  new  artists: 
insolent  rapper  Da  Brat  (the  first  hip-hop 
gal  to  go  platinum)  and  the  gospel- 
tinged  R&B  group  Xscape. 

Dupri  also  worked  with  Mariah  Carey 
on  1  993’s  Music  Box ,  but  the  two  didn't 
collaborate  again  until  after  Carey's  well- 
publicized  nervous  breakdown  a  de¬ 
cade  later.  At  the  time,  some  people  in 
the  business  thought  she  was  through, 
but  Dupri  had  faith  in  the  veteran  song¬ 
stress.  “She  just  needed  to  come  out 
with  records  that  weren't  trying  so  hard," 


Dupri  says.  “I  told  her,  ‘Don't  worry  about 
what  these  other  young  kids  are  doing — 
do  what  you  do.  Make  beautiful  records.’ 
1  just  made  sure  they  had  the  backbeal 
and  bounce  of  today.” 

And  while  there  was  a  lapse  working 
with  Carey,  there's  another  artist  whom 
Dupri  has  always  stuck  by:  Usher.  Dupri 
first  worked  with  the  romantic  R&B  sing¬ 
er  on  1997’s  My  Way  and  has  been  with 
him  ever  since.  “He's  like  my  little  broth¬ 
er,"  Dupri  says  with  a  smile,  “He's  crazy 
in  the  studio.  A  lot  of  times  he’ll  be  hav¬ 
ing  woman  problems  and  his  girlfriends 
will  be  breaking  up  with  him,  so  some¬ 
times  it  gets  a  little  weird,  but  we  get 
through  it.  Sometimes  it  actually  makes 
the  songs  better. " 


thenticity  and  sexuality.  Whether  a  song 
is  atmospheric,  poppy,  or  bangin',  it  has 
to  have  a  sensual  swagger.  In  the  past, 
Dupri  has  tested  his  artists’  songs  by 
playing  them  in  strip  clubs.  “For  me,  it 
predicts  what  could  possibly  happen," 
he  explains.  "If  girls  wanna  dance  to  the 
music  and  take  their  clothes  off  to  it  in  a 
way  that’s  really  sexy,  then  I  know  we  gol 
something.’’ 

On  the  lopic  of  sexy,  one  of  Dupri  s 
most  personal  collaborations  has  been 
with  his  girlfriend  Janet  Jackson.  While 
their  professional  efforts  will  undoubted¬ 
ly  be  electric,  the  public  has  been  far 
more  interested  in  the  couple's  private 
life,  Dupri  and  Jackson  acknowledged 
they  were  seeing  each  other  in  January 
2003,  and  her  upcoming  record,  20  Y.O., 
will  be  their  first  musical  collaboration. 
“We  don't  live  together,  so  we  do  our 


own  thing,"  he  says.  “And  we're  away 
from  each  other  as  much  as  we  see 
each  other.  Sometimes  that’s  difficult, 
and  you  have  to  try  to  make  time.  But  it's 
true  that  absence  makes  the  heart  grow 
fonder.  She’s  just  a  beautiful  person.” 

Among  all  his  other  projects  over  the 
years,  Dupri  has  somehow  found  time  to 
release  a  pair  of  solo  albums:  Life  in 
1472  in  1998,  which  was  nominated  for 
a  Grammy,  and  Instructions  in  2001. 
Last  July  he  included  a  new  solo  cut, 
“Gotta  Getcha,"  on  the  So  So  Def  compi¬ 
lation  Jermaine  Dupri  Presents ...  Young, 
Fly  &  Flashy  Vot.  1.  He  planned  to  record 
his  third  solo  album  in  2005,  but  put  the 
project  on  hold  in  order  to  focus  more 
intently  on  his  other  ventures.  “I  love  do¬ 
ing  my  own  records,  but  there  ain't  time 
for  that  now,"  he  says.  "When  1  make  a 
record  for  myself,  it’s  all  for  fun.  They're 
not  supposed  to  be  huge." 


Dupri 's  personal  assistant  interrupts  our 
conversation:  “J.D.,  your  pedicure  ap¬ 
pointment  is  here.” 

"Thank  God,"  Dupri  sighs.  "I  stubbed 
my  toe  and  pulled  part  of  the  nail  off  ." 

Luxuries  like  in-office  pedicure  ap¬ 
pointments  are  part  of  Dupri  s  everyday 
lifestyle.  He  thinks  nothing  of  dropping  a 
small  fortune  on  a  piece  of  jewelry,  and 
he  laughs  when  asked  how  many  dia¬ 
monds  are  on  his  watch.  “I  probably 
can’t  count  that  high,"  he  says. 

Dupri  used  to  brag  about  how  much 
money  he  made  ...  until  his  ostentation 
got  him  in  trouble.  In  2002,  the  IRS  bust¬ 
ed  him  for  failing  to  pay  $2.5  million  in 
back  taxes.  "I  wanted  to  pay  them,’  he 
insists.  "'But  the  IRS  made  a  big  deal  out 
of  it  and  came  in  with  cameras  to  create 
a  bunch  of  hype,  because  they  looked 
at  the  whole  thing  as  dirt  being  thrown  in 
their  faces.  They  were  like,  'Okay,  we  re 
gonna  make  an  example  out  of  him.' " 

The  incident  fueled  a  minor  backlash 
against  Dupri  and  provided  tabloid  fod¬ 
der  for  much  of  the  year — which  only  in¬ 
creased  when  he  started  dating  Jackson. 
Even  comedian  Chris  Rock  got  in  on  the 
action  at  the  MTV  2003  Video  Music 
Awards,  questioning  why  Jackson  would 
get  involved  with  Dupri. 

I  think  a  lot  of  people  don't  like  me 
because  they  don’t  like  successful  peo¬ 
ple,"  Dupri  says.  “It's  like  when  the  Bulls 
kept  winning  when  Michael  Jordan  was 
there.  A  lot  of  people  didn't  like  the  Bulls 
anymore.  In  the  rap  business,  we  throw 
so  much  stuff  in  people's  faces,  they  go 
and  throw  dirt  on  me.  They’re  like,  'Fuck 
this  little  guy.'...  But  they're  still  buying 
the  records,"  Dupri  says  with  a  smile. 
“And  there  are  still  100  million  people  out 
there  who  I  ain’t  touched  yet  and  I  be¬

3.  HEAD  WEAVI NG.  Hold  your  head  steady 
while  you  kiss  Too  much  head  wobbling  can 
put  her  at  risk  for  a  nosebleed  or  a  chipped 
tooth.

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It’s  July  in  downtown  Detroit  and  the 
streets  sizzle  in  the  early-after  noon  heat. 
Hours  before  tonights  concert,  teenage 
metalheads  have  staked  out  Cobo  Arena, 
anxiously  awaiting  the  Unholy  Alliance 
Tour,  which  will  feature  Mastodon,  Lamb 
of  God,  and  Slayer. 

The  night  before,  the  five-piece  metal 
band  from  Richmond  sits  patiently  around 
a  white-linen-covered  table  at  an  Italian 
restaurant  in  one  of  Detroit's  upper-crust 
suburbs.  Vocalist  Randy  Blythe,  bassist 
John  Campbell,  drummer  Chris  Adler, 
his  brother  and  guitarist  Willie  Adler,  and 
guitarist  Mark  Morton  look  out  of  place  in 
their  T-shirts  and  shorts,  but  they  prove 
that  even  hard  rockers  can  be  cultured 
when  Morton  eyes  the  extensive  wine  list 
and  confidently  selects  a  bottle  of  red. 

Lamb  of  God  may  be  the  future  of 
American  metal.  They  toured  with  Ozzfest 
and  Sounds  of  the  Underground.  They 
opened  for  GWAR,  Slayer,  and  Mega- 
deth.  They’re  friends  with  the  guys  from 
Metallica.  They  were  banned  from  play¬ 
ing  a  church-owned  venue,  though  the 
masked  metal  band  Slipknot  was  allowed 
to  perform.  Their  last  album,  Ashes  of 
the  Wake ,  hit  No.  27  on  the  Billboard  200 
chart  and  sold  more  than  250,000  copies; 
and  Sacrament  their  latest,  is  expected  to 
do  even  better. 

The  roots  of  this  metal-meets-prog 
rock  band  were  formed  in  1990  at  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University.  Morton,  Camp¬ 
bell,  and  Chris  Adler  were  assigned  to  the 
same  dorm  floor,  and  it  didn't  take  long 
for  the  three  freshmen  to  come  together. 
L,lt  was  pretty  immediate  when  Chris  and 
I  met,1’  says  Morton,  "because  we  were 
textbook  heavy  metal  guys  in  the  midst  of 
a  bunch  of  Sonic  Youth/Fugazi  kids.” 

By  1994,  the  three  had  gone  their  sep¬ 
arate  ways,  but  reunited  when  Campbell 
called  on  Adler  and  Morton  to  start  a  band . 
Adler  was  playing  bass  in  another  group 
at  the  time  but  wanted  to  play  drums,  so 
he  jumped  at  the  chance.  Morton  did  as 
well,  but  he  had  other  ambitions.  "I  want¬ 
ed  to  be  a  political-science  professor,"  he 
says,  "I  thought  guitar  was  my  hobby." 

Soon  after  the  formation  of  the  band — 
which  they  named  Burn  the  Priest — Mor¬ 
ton  enrolled  in  Chicago's  Roosevelt  Uni¬ 
versity.  To  replace  Morton,  they  recruited 
guitarist  Abe  Spear,  who  brought  Blythe 
with  him.  The  instrumental  trio  was  not 
excited  about  their  fourth  member.  “That 
wasn't  where  we  wanted  to  go  with  things, " 
remembers  Chris  Adler.  “It  wasn’t  a  matter 
of  us  not  being  able  to  find  a  singer— we 
didn't  want  one." 

They  eventually  accepted  Blythe  as  a 
part  of  the  band,  but  the  core  group  still 
doesn’t  consider  his  vocals  their  first  pri¬ 
ority  when  they're  writing.  “He  comes  in 
and  figures  that  out  later,"  Adler  explains. 
“Sometimes  we  adjust  the  music  depend¬ 
ing  on  what  he  comes  up  with.  Before, 


we  d  write  these  progressive  tunes  that 
didn't  lend  themselves  to  vocals.  Now,  we 
pay  more  attention  to  where  Randy  might 
be  doing  something." 

Morton's  two-year  exodus  in  Chicago 
was  hard  on  the  group.  Back  in  Rich¬ 
mond,  they  struggled  to  impress  the  lo¬ 
cals  and  played  basement  shows  in  front 
of  as  few  as  two  fans.  But  by  the  time  Mor¬ 
ton  returned  (without  his  master's  degree), 
the  band  had  toured  enough  to  build  up 
a  strong  following  in  Philadelphia.  “I  came 
back,  and  the  first  show  we  played  was  in 
Philly  at  this  squat,”  Morton  recalls.  “There 
were  100  to  150  people  there,  and  it  was 
the  greatest  thing  I  had  ever  seen.  Kids 
were  huff  ing  gas,  there  were  fires — it  was 


like  hell,  and  we  were  the  soundtrack.” 

Soon  after  Morton  rejoined  the  group, 
Spear  left  to  pursue  a  living  as  a  com¬ 
mercial  photographer.  That's  when  Chris 
Adler  reluctantly  suggested  that  his 
younger  brother,  Willie,  take  Spear's  spot. 
Willie  had  earned  his  road  chops  by  trav¬ 
eling  occasionally  with  the  band,  includ¬ 
ing  one  memorable  trip  to  North  Carolina. 
“We  go  to  this  party  and  start  drinking  all 
their  beer,"  Blythe  recalls.  "All  of  a  sud¬ 
den  you  see  Willie  stagger  into  the  living 
room,  clutching  a  shower  curtain,  going,  I 
fucked  that  bathroom  up!’  He  had  ripped 
down  the  shower  rod,  there  was  shaving 
cream  all  over,  and  he  had  poured  co¬ 
logne  all  over  his  face.” 

“Mind  you,"  adds  Morton,  “he’s  not 
even  in  the  band.  He's  just  Chris's  little 
brother  along  for  the  ride. 

“Those  days,  between  1998s  Burn  the 
Priest  and  2000’s  New  American  Gospel, 
were  totally  insane,"  Morton  says.  “We 
were  dangerous  to  ourselves  and  our  sur¬ 
roundings.  Barreling  up  and  down  Inter¬ 
state  95,  drunk,  in  a  van  full  of  equipment, 
sleeping  at  interstate  rest  stops  and  the 
houses  of  people  we  had  never  met — 
and  would  never  see  again....  It  was  re¬ 
ally,  really  stupid.  That  nobody  got  hurt  is 
amazing." 


“I  got  hurt,"  Blythe  mumbles. 

During  their  Burn  the  Priest  years,  when 
the  band’s  sound  was  an  amalgam  of  rau¬ 
cous  punk  and  thrash  metal,  Blythe,  the 
group's  most  accident-prone  member, 
was  knocked  out  a  handful  of  times  and 
broke  his  arm  after  falling  off  a  roof.  (Cur¬ 
rently,  he  has  a  sprained  ankle.)  Morton 
describes  the  era  as  “five  kids  seeing 
triple,  stumbling  around  with  guitars,  and 
pressing  record.  ” 

In  1997,  after  a  year  and  a  half  of  Mor¬ 
ton  complaining  about  the  band’s  name, 
the  guys  changed  their  moniker.  "I  haled 
it  on  a  number  of  levels,”  he  says.,  “I  felt 
silly  about  being  25  years  old  and  in  a 
band  called  Burn  the  Priest.  I  was  tortured 


by  the  idea  that  I’m  putting  my  whole  life 
into  this,  and  it’s  this  silly  high-school- 
notebook  version  of  a  metal  band.  But 
at  this  point,  we  already  had  a  record 
out  and  were  getting  label  interest  from 
Prosthetic  Records  based  on  the  fact  that 
we  had  gotten  100,000  downloads  on 
MP3.com — essentially  because  we  were 
called  Burn  the  Priest." 

They  settled  on  Lamb  of  God — a  name 
they  stole  from  a  friend  of  Morion's  who 
had  lifted  it  from  a  childhood  buddy.  “You 
gotta  call  this  Lamb  of  God,"  Morton  says, 
quoting  his  former  band  mate.  “I  had  this 
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friend  in  high  school  who  used  to  go 
around  going,  'Lamb  of  God,  man!'  ” 

After  changing  their  name,  the  band 
began  to  channel  the  intensity  and  pas¬ 
sion  that  had  made  them  a  destructive 
touring  force  into  their  song  writing.  “When 
we  started,  there  was  a  lot  more  of  that 
sloppy  punk-rock  influence,  because 
they  didn’t  know  what  the  hell  they  were 
doing  with  their  instruments  yet,"  Blythe 
explains.  “When  we  brought  Willie  in,  he’s 
a  much  more  technical  player,  so  that’s  the 
direction  Chris  and  Mark  headed  toward. 
Things  got  tighter  and  more  metallic." 

Their  next  two  albums,  New  American 
Gospel  and  2003  s  As  the  Palaces  Bum, 
were  released  on  Prosthetic  Records

and  ignited  more  buzz  for  the  band.  But 
it  wasn’t  until  2004,  after  Epic  released 
Ashes  of  the  Wake,  that  critics  began  to 
champion  the  band  as  the  next  big  thing. 
Chris  Adler,  however,  is  quick  to  point  out 
that  the  guys  try  not  to  think  of  their  suc¬ 
cess  in  terms  of  popularity;  “We  would 
have  never  played  a  second  show  if  suc¬ 
cess  was  based  on  how  many  people 
were  interested." 

Before  signing  with  Epic,  the  band 
made  sure  they'd  be  able  to  retain  con¬ 
trol  over  their  music.  “We  got  ready  to  do 
this  sit-down  at  this  bar  with  Epic,”  Blythe 
says,  “and  I  go,  ‘Number  one,  you  can't 
tell  us  what  to  do.  Number  two  I’m  im¬ 
mediately  on  the  aggressive.  The  guys 
give  me  this  look  like,  What  are  you  do¬ 
ing?  Have  you  lost  your  mind?" 

But  the  strategy  worked.  When  the  la¬ 
bel  suggested  that  Metallica  producer 
Bob  Rock  work  on  Sacrament,  the  band 
told  them  no.  Now,  the  guys  don’t  have  to 
wrestle  with  label  execs — they  only  battle 
one  another  as  they  compromise  on  riffs, 
chords,  and  beats. 

“There  are  such  strong  personalities 
that,  fistfights  or  not,  there's  always  some 
underlying  current  of  tension,"  Morton 
says  about  tine  band.  “It  isn't  always  a 
negative  thing.  That's  what  makes  it  bet¬ 


ter.  The  longer  we  can  hold  these  strong 
personalities  together,  the  better  the  mu¬ 
sic  gets,  and  the  longer  we  can  keep  work¬ 
ing  together.” 

Though  it's  nearly  two  in  the  afternoon  on 
the  day  of  their  Detroit  gig,  there’s  a  good 
chance  Blythe  is  still  asleep.  He  has  a 
penchant  for  staying  up  until  the  sun  rises 
to  enjoy  the  silence  after  his  bandmales 
fall  asleep  But  suddenly  a  very  awake, 
shirt  I  ess  Blythe  steps  down  onto  the  tour 
bus’s  front  steps  and,  without  warning, 
lets  out  a  bloodcurdling  yowl. 

Thirty  minutes  later,  Blythe  is  on  the 
boardwalk  overlooking  the  Rouge  River, 
which  separates  the  Motor  City  from  Can¬ 
ada.  He's  tall  and  lanky,  with  a  recently 
shaved  head  and  thin-framed  glasses. 
Despite  sounding  like  a  hellspawn  on¬ 
stage,  he's  a  voracious  reader  who  is  in 
touch  with  nature.  He  finds  peace  in  both 
belting  out  lyrics  and  fly-fishing  near  his 
home.  “It's  very  Zen,"  Blythe  explains.  “I 
like  fishing  with  a  regular  bait  caster,  but 
fly-fishir  ig  is  much  more  chill.  It  takes 
much  more  thought.” 

In  his  youth,  Blythe  used  to  ride  freight 
trains,  a  hobby  he  inherited  from  his 
grandfather.  “It's  a  really  unique  way  to 
see  the  country,’  he  says.  "You  go  places 
where  there  are  no  power  lines,  no  roads, 
nothing.  It’s  exciting  ...  and  illegal," 

Back  when  Spear  asked  Blythe  to  join 
the  band,  Blythe  told  him,  "I’m  going  out 
this  summer  for  about  three  months  to 
ride  freight.  When  I  get  back,  if  you're  any 
good.  I'll  try  out  for  you.” 

Blythe  is  more  punk  than  metal  head, 
and  spent  most  of  his  high  school  years 
listening  to  reggae  and  punk  (though  he 
also  loved  Slayer  and  Metallica).  One 
day,  while  hanging  out  with  a  friend,  they 
picked  up  one  of  punk's  original  heavy¬ 
weights:;  H.R.  from  the  Bad  Brains.  When 
the  frontman  got  in  the  car,  Blythe  says  the 
singer  asked  them  if  they  wanted  to  hear 
some  music. 1  H  R.  pulls  out  this  unlabeled 
cassette  tape  and  pops  it  in  the  tape  play¬ 
er.  1 1  was  i  Against  I  before  it  came  out.  I 
was  like,  Holy  fuck!" 

As  Blythe  speaks,  he  frequently  shifts 
gears  from  introspective,  bespectacled 
train  rider  to  extroverted  mosh-pit  leader. 
When  the  conversation  turns  to  recording 
Sacrament,  he  growls,  "I  hate  the  fucking 
studio.  1  like  seeing  10,000  people  out 
there  screaming  your  lyrics.  For  some  id¬ 
iot  from  Virginia  to  have  that  is  awesome. 
The  studio  is  very  sterile.  You're  singing 
to  a  track  In  your  earphones.  You  do  the 
same  line  over  and  over  and  over  and 
over  again.  And  sometimes  my  voice  an¬ 
noys  the  fuck  out  of  me.” 

Unlike  the  political  Ashes  of  the  Wake, 
Sacrament  focuses  on  substance  abuse, 
depression,  and  women.  "It's  been  a 
rough  couple  of  years,"  Blythe  admits.  "I 
have  a  lot  to  be  happy  and  thankful  for, 


but  everyone  has  their  problems.  Drinking 
a  shitload  doesn't  help.  That's  one  reason 
I  quit.  I'm  a  lot  happier  now.” 

His  recent  sobriety  is  one  reason  why 
Blythe  doesn't  understand  it  when  Lamb 
of  God  fans  call  him  their  idol.  "If  I  were  a 
god,”  he  says,  “I  wouldn't  have  to  go  on 
the  wagon." 

An  hour  later,  the  band  is  killing  time  back- 
stage,  wailing  for  a  meet  and  greet  with 
fans.  Willie  Adler  takes  his  remote-con¬ 
trol  car  up  to  the  boardwalk  and  whips  it 
around,  until  he  gets  worried  that  he's  go¬ 
ing  to  flip  it  into  the  Rouge  River. 

Inside  the  dressing  room,  the  guys  keep 
themselves  entertained.  Morton  lounges 
on  a  couch  with  a  copy  of  Chuck  Klos- 
terman’s  Killing  Yourself  to  Live:  85%  of  a 
True  Story .  Blythe  walks  in  with  a  handful 
of  books  and  a  copy  of  Alternative  Press, 
and  snags  a  nonalcoholic  beer  from  the 
fridge.  Chris  Adler  does  crunches  on 
an  exercise  ball,  working  up  to  his  daily 
count  of  600  before  settling  down  on  an¬ 
other  couch  to  read  his  e-mail.  “We  work 
out,  but  then  we  drink  all  this  beer  and  it 
makes  up  for  it,”  he  says,  grinning. 

“Lamb  of  God!  Lamb  of  God!1  Lamb  of 
God!"  The  mob  chants  as  they  pass 
around  a  slowly  deflating  blow-up  doll 
with  slayer  scrawled  across  its  chest.  The 
fans  push  closer  to  the  stage.  Hidden  be¬ 
hind  the  backdrop  and  speakers,  Blythe 
chugs  another  nonalcoholic  brew,  sparks 
a  cigarette,  and  loses  the  glasses.  Then 
the  lights  drop  and  the  band  takes  the 
stage.  They  lead  with  “Ruin,”  a  single  from 
As  the  Palaces  Bum. 

Blythe  jumps  into  the  air  despite  his 
sprained  ankle,  and  revs  the  crowd  to  a 
thundering  intensity  during  "Purified'’  and 
the  brutal  “Now  You've  Got  Something  to 
Die  For.”  Chris  Adler  provides  an  unrelent¬ 
ing  rhythm  as  he  hammers  the  drums  like 
a  madman,  while  Campbell,  Morton,  and 
Willie  Adler  pound  through  the  set  and 
the  soaring  guitar  solo  in  "1 1th  Hour.”  As 
Blythe  whips  the  mike  around  his  head 
like  a  lasso,  he  introduces  the  crowd  to 
the  first  single  from  Sacrament,  the  mer¬ 
ciless  "Redneck.”

Bullets  Over  Baghdad 

Does  the  U.S.  military  in  Iraq 
and  Afghanistan  have  enough 
firepower  to  stop  the  insur¬ 
gencies?  The  Pentagon  in¬ 
sists  it  does,  but  troops  on  the 
ground  say  they're  danger¬ 
ously  ill-equipped.  The  argu¬ 
ment  centers  on  the  M855, 
the  basic  5.56-millimeter 
round  used  in  standard  mili¬ 
tary  rifles.  The  M855  was  de¬ 
veloped  over  the  past  decade 
for  the  new  breed  of  infantry 
assault  rifles.  These  weapons 
are  considerably  smaller  and 
lighter  than  the  heavy  Mis 
used  in  World  War  II  or  the 
Ml 6s  developed  during  the 
Vietnam  War. 

These  guns  also  reflect  a 
significant  change  in  the  phi¬ 
losophy  of  infantry  combat.  In 
World  War  II  and  Korea,  the 
military  trained  its  infantry  sol¬ 
diers  in  long-range,  accurate 
rifle  fire  in  order  to  kill  enemy 
soldiers  from  hundreds  of 
yards  away.  But  after-action 
studies  showed  that  most 
infantry  combat  took  place  at 
relatively  close  range,  and 
within  100  yards,  soldiers  who 
could  shoot  the  most  rounds 
in  the  shortest  time  often 
achieved  fire  superiority.  As 
a  result,  the  military  switched 
to  lighter  automatic  infantry 
rifles  that  sacrificed  range 
and  power  for  greater  volume 
of  fire. 

Which  brings  us  to  Iraq  and 
Afghanistan,  where  infantry 
combat  troops  have  discov¬ 
ered  that  despite  the  M855’s 
many  advantages,  most  sol¬ 
diers  don't  trust  it.  Following 
initial  encounters  with  insur¬ 
gents,  troops  complained  that 
some  kept  fighting  even  after 
being  hit  with  several  M855 
rounds.  Moreover,  it  turns  out 
that  using  the  M855  has  been 
a  distinct  disadvantage  in 
urban  fighting  since  it  often 
doesn't  penetrate  doors  and 
windows — and  insurgents 
snipe  at  U.S.  troops  from  be¬ 


hind  such  places.  And,  finally, 
the  M855  is  useless  from 
more  than  100  yards  away 
from  a  target,  since  its  light 
weight  makes  accuracy  very 
difficult. 

The  Army  and  the  Marine 
Corps  were  concerned  about 
these  complaints  and  ap¬ 
pointed  teams  of  ordnance 
experts  to  examine  them.  The 
Marines  haven't  completed 
their  studies  yet,  but  Army 
experts  have  drawn  some 
early  conclusions,  none  of 
which  will  please  the  grunts. 
The  Army  has  determined 
that  the  M855  is  fine,  and  the 
failure  to  stop  insurgents  is 
due  to  "physical  anomalies" 
of  the  targets — correctable  by 
training  troops  to  aim  higher 
and  put  two  bullets  into  an 
enemy's  chest  or  head,  What 
about  the  range  problem 
and  the  failure  to  penetrate 
doors  and  windows?  They 
were  deemed  "not  significant 
problems,"  so  Army  experts 
didn't  even  delve  into  them. 

Cynics  among  the  combat 
troops  might  conclude  that  it's

all  a  whitewash.  The  military 
invested  a  lot  of  money  in  de¬ 
veloping  the  M855  and  the 
new  generation  of  light-infan¬ 
try  combat  weapons,  and 
perhaps  Army  experts  didn't 
want  to  jeopardize  their  ca¬ 
reers  by  saying  they'd  made 
a  costly  mistake.  It  appears 
that  the  military  may  not  heed 
the  combat  veterans’  sugges¬ 
tion  that  they  retool  for  a 
heavier  6.8-millimeter  round. 
They  note  that  Special  Forces 
have  been  testing  such  a 
round,  and  have  reported  ex¬ 
cellent  results.  But  despite  the 
stellar  reviews,  the  Army  is 
unlikely  to  make  any  changes.

decade.  However,  the  total 
number  of  veterans  in  the  U.S. 
population-  -of  Korea,  Viet¬ 
nam,  Desert  Storm,  etc.— will 
remain  about  the  same 
(roughly  15  million)  for  the  next 
two  decades,  barring  any  fur¬ 
ther  military  conflicts  involving 
large  numbers  of  U.S.  troops.
